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ALASKA FERTILE GROUND FOR | 
EXPLORERS 


Few people are perhaps aware of the amount of 


exploration yet to be made in Alaska and of the un- 
usual things which have been found here. But the Ge- 
ological Survey ot ths Dooanment of the Intenor | 
through iss explorers ‘s cors.natlv compiling facts | 


about this great PAMencan {S710 63 the northwest of | 
us. . In an interesting article in the current issuc of the 
National Republic, Mr. Wiliam Atherton Dupuy 
presents a number of |it.le known facts about Alaska 
gleaned from an ‘nterview with Dr. Phillip 5. Smith, | 
geologist in charge of Alaskan explorations. Mr. 
Smith is quoted as saying: 

“One never thinks of interior or northern Alaska | 
as being a desert. If aridity were dependent entirely | 
upon the amoun: of rainfall, this region would be 
one of the greatest of American deserts. The moisture | 
laden winds in Alaska come from the south and are! 
forced to climb one mountain range after another 
as they progress to the north just as do the Pacific | 
winds of California as they blow inland. By’ the | 
biave-dcean brcezes at Alaskacare two thirds. ot the | 
way across that terr.ory practically all the water has | 
been squeezed out of them. Thus it comes to pass | 
that there is but some five i.cnes of rainfall per | 
annum throughout that vast Alaskan area thai borders 
the Arctic Ocean. If this land of small rainfall is to 
be considered as desert it is indeed a strange one. 
During the summer it is over-hung by fog. The sum- 
mer warmth thaws the ground to a depth of but a 
foot or so and thus there is always ice below through 
which there can be tio. soil drainage, The -shght) 
rainfall is sufficient to saturate this unfrozen surface 
and so the theoretical desert becomes a morass, a 
swamp, through which the traveller flounders with! 
difficulty. 

“There are still many blind spots in Alaska the 
physical features of which are unknown to the topo-' 
graphers. One of these is a rugged region in the: 
Alaska range of mountains which run in a semi-circle 
between Anchorage and Fairbanks which are linked | 
together by the government railroad. The wesiern| 
end of these mountains is less than a hundred miles | 
west of Anchorage. The Geological Survey has | 
Leen working for a number of years past upon the task | 
of mapping them. The short summer season has | 
been further limited by the fact that it has ee 

| 


taken .hree weeks to get pack trains into the moun- 
tains and three wecks again at the end of the sum- 
mer to get them out. 

“This year the three weeks at the beginning was 
caved by the usc of a:rplanes. Instead: of going in by 
pact train, the members of the party hired commercial 
airplanes to transport them and their supplies and the 
trip which required three weeks was made in an hour 
and a quarter. But one passenger could be accommo- 
dated on a given trip. He was placed in his seat and | 
freight was packed about him to.his chin.”
